Artificial Pearls. 


Large artificial pearls have been 


made by filling thin glass bulbs with a 
solution of fish scale nacre and they 
are very clever imitations. An easy 
way to detect them is to note the 
spot where the bulb was sealed. Liese- 
gang has now made artificial pearls by 
another method. The glass bulb is 
coated on the inside with ten per cent 
gelatin solution, allowed to dry only 
partially and then a small amount of 
aodium phosphate added and the coat- 
Ing dried very slowly. The irides- 
cence is an optical phenomenon caused 
by minute wrinkles, parallel-, formed 
on the gelatin.—Scientific American.

PECULIAR SPECIMEN OF WASP 


In-ect That Is Becoming More Com 


mon in England Not Pretty Thing 


to Look At. 


The other day a fearsome insect 


made its appearance in the window 
of a local chemist's shop,' relates the 
London Chronicle. The chemist, plac- 
ing a little chloroform wad near the 
invader, soon reduced it to a coma- 
tose condition. 
In color and shape 


it was much like a giant hornet, with 
a very long sting. It was a specimen 
of the giant-tailed wasp (Slrexgigans) 
which is getting much more common 
than it was some years ago. 
The 


larva is a wood-feeder, and is sup- 
posed to have been introduced to 
Great Britain in foreign timber. 


The perfect insect is about two 


inches in length, has foui membra' 
nous wings, and long, yellow antennae. 
The body is blueblack, with yellow 
stripes, and'the long boring apparatus 
used by the insect for piercing a hole 
into ^he timber in which to deposit its 
eggs has, to the uninitiated, the ap- 
pearance of a terrible sting. 
When 


hatched, the grub bores its way into 
the Interior of the timber, where It 
enjoys itself for thr»,e years, or'even 
longer.

Washington.—If preparedness lefils- 


alioii goes through, as at present it is 
planned; it is probable the regular 
army will be increased by the addi- 
tion of between 40,000 and 50,000 mcu. 
t seems likely that congress will pro- 
vide that as large a part of the in- 
crease as possible shall be put into the 
field artillery, for it Is esUtblished 
that field guns, that is light artillery, 
are the all-in-all of the present war, a 
!act that army men say was proved 
before the conflict was a month old. 


Winfield Scott Hancock once said 


that the tariff was a local issue, and 
'or saying it was laughed at and \oted 
nto retirement. The developments o£ 
,he years, many men hold, have vindi- 
cated 
Hancock's words. 
John 
M. 


Schofield, major general of tlie United 
States army, foresaw the coming of 
.he sharp need of greatly increased 
numbers of field guns if \\nrs were to 
be won. He was abused and charged 
with a desire lo help the artillery 
branch of the service at the expense 
of sister branches. 


There are few regular army officers 


today who are unwilling to give Gen- 
eral Scholield credit for hard sense 
and keen foresight. 
Field guns are 


doing the work in Europe today, and 
field guns, at the present time, mean 
something more than three-inch rifles 
and the smaller weapons by courtesy 
called cannon. Siege guns have be- 
come field guns. Heavy artillery also 
can be moved, laboriously it is true, 
but nevertheless successfully, 
from 


one point' to another. Artillery peems 
to be the prime weapon of modern war- 
fare. 


Artillery First Requisite. 


Army officers in Washington are 


alive to the situation. 
They want a 


well-balanced army, of course, and 
they will resent any attempt to cut 
down other branches to increase tho 
artillery, but rather than weaken the 
force of artillery they probably will be 
willing 
that 
sacrifices 
in 
other 


branches shall be made. What they 
want, however, is enough flelri guns, 
and enough ammunition to serve them, 
to make certain the efficiency of tho 
Held artillery forces. 


When your correspondent was at 


the front in Franco, near the Argonne 
forest, St. Mihiel and Verdun, and 
later in the trenches in Lorraine, he 
got some realizing sense of what ar 
tillery means In this war, and, more- 
over, he learned definitely the neces- 
sity,of unlimited ammunition for the 
guns in service. 


The cannonading from both the 


siege guns and the seventy-fives of the 
French and the seventy-sevens of the 
Germans 
was 
virtually 
incessant. 


There was a lull at night, but all 
through the day the cannon roared 
along the forty or fifty miles of front, 
for on a still day i^ is possible to hear 
the gunfire for many miles on either 
side of the listener. 


Every foreign officer who spoke on 


the subject at all, dwelt upon the ne- 
cessity of field pieces, "sheila and still 
more shells." 
Shrapnel for certain 


uses Is going out o£ date, and before 
long it may take its place with the 
arrow of the ancients. High explosives 
are the proper projectiles for warfare 
as it Is carried on today, and it is cred- 
itable to the American service to be 
able to say that Uncle Sam's army of- 
ficers realized this fact before General 
French had succeeded in making his 
chief, General Kitchener, yield his pref- 
erence for the well-nigh useless shrap- 
nel. 


Arc Coast Cities Safe? 


Sharp knowledge may be had of the 


diametrically opposed views in Wash 
ington on the subject of preparedness 
by comparing some of the things thai 
the anti-prepareduess folks say with 
things said by tho champions of prep- 
aratlon, 


There is an anti-preparedness com' 


mittee here which is putting out many 
pleas against the enactment of any 
preparedness 
legislation this winter 


and, by intimation at least, against 
any preparedness legislative plans for 
any winter to come. These anti-pre 
paredness advocates, virtually every 
one of whom is a pacifist, hold thai 
we do not need any more ships and 
that the army is big enough as it is 
and that nothing should be done to 
create a volunteer force, nor to in 
crease the strength of the militia. 


It is through the anti-preparedness 


committee that one hears that our 
coast cities do' not need any further 
means of defense than they now have 
and that no enemy ever will try to 
place our big towns under tribute, nor 
to molest the good American people 
in any way. On the other hand, the 
advocates o£ a plan to put the United 
States into a position to defend itsell 
against aggression say the condition 
of things is such that any foe that can 
overcome our navy can lay New York 
under tribute in two hours, or in ruins 
in the time that it would take a bom 
bardment to batter the city to pieces 
and the springing fires to burn it up.

entrances lo three great cities, ono of 
which Is .he capital ot tho United 
Slates. 


When the president announced his 


intention of going to Fortress Monroe 
to have a few days time in which lo 
think on whom to appoint to succeed 
Limlley M. Garrison, his former sec- 
retary of war, he had one other object 
in view, namely, the Inspection of the 
defenses at Fortress Monroe and of 
the site of the proposed additional de- 
fenses at Capo Henry. He wanted to 
learn at first hand something about 
the big guns and tho water approaches 
which they command. 


There is one element in the prcpnr- 


edivess plan upon which army officers 
and legislators fixed their minds prior 
to the great war In Europe and, of 
course therefore, prior lo the time of 
the arousing of interest in this conn- 
try in the subject of quick preparation 
for defense. 
About two yours ago 


plans were laid to build a big fort 
at Cape Henry to help Portress Mon- 
roe guard the entrance to Chesapeake 
bay and to the James river. 


Up the Chesapeake at its farther- 


most point lies Baltimore. 
Running 


into the Chesapeake about midway 
between the entrance and its high 
point, is the Potomac river, and up the 
Potomac lies the city of Washington 
Just back of tho main entrance to the 
waters of Hampton Roads lies the c'ity 
of Norfolk, and up the James river, 
which empties inlo the ocean near Nor- 
folk, lies tho city of Richmond. All 
of these cities must bo guarded by the 
forts whose guns command tho pas- 
sageway between Cape Charles and 
Cape Henry. 


Really Two Forts There. 


In reality there arc two forts at Old 


Point Comfort. There is the old For- 
tress Monroe built a hundred or more 
years ago and which resembles to 
some extent the forli.'icatlons of the 
medieval period.

The guns of Fortress Monroe can 


hurl projectiles across the entrance to 
Chesapeake bay as far as tho shore 
waters of Cape Charles. Bnemy ves- 
sels in order to get into Chesapeake 
bay proppt and to head toward Balti 
more and Washington must pass with 
In range o:' the Fortress Monroe guns. 
However, !f a fog Is on. or if the ene- 
my's ships are willing to take chances, 
they coultl pass up into the Chesa- 
peake, hugging the Cape Charles shore 
and be in comparatively little danger 
of disaster from Monroe's guns. 


To Fortify Cape Henry. 


In order to make sucli a passage for 


the enemy's ships 
more hazardous 


batteries have been placed on what 
are called the Rip-raps which lie In 
the waters of Hampton Roads to the 
right of Fortress Monroe as one looks 
seaward. 
This makes two fortifica- 


tions in place and ready to defend the 
bay and river approaches, but these 
two have not been considered suffi- 
cient to meet all the possibilities In 
the case. 


Therefore It was that congress pro- 


vided the means some lime ago for 
the purchase of land for a fort on 
Cape Henry, the more southern of the 
two capes between which the channel 
into the Chesapeake and Hampton 
Roads runs from the ocean. This fort 
when it is completed will have the 
most modern guns and It seems likeiy 
that the government will place one 
or two of the 16-Inch monsters on this 
nciwly-acqulred land.

To Shorten Time in School. 


An experiment which may prove of 


the utmost significance to New York 
city's school children, their parents, 
and, in a financial way, to the city it- 
self, has gone into operation at the 
Spoyer school, a model elementary 
school used in the past largely as a 
laboratory for the practice of educa- 
tional theories by teacher*' college. 
Its ultimate object is to reduce by a 
year, and possibly by two years, thr> 
length of the public school course. 
The scheme will be tried .first on 200 
specially selected boys, wlio have com- 
pleted the sixth year in the elemen- 
tal y school 
In tv,o years it is hoped 


to cover three years' work, so that 
they may at tho end of that time en- 
ter the sophomore classes cf the city 
high schools. Saving of time is to be 
accomplished partly by a modification 
of curriculum and by improved meth- 
ods of instruction, but chiefly by adapt- 
ing the rate of progress in classes to 
ability of tho pupils, so that the. less 
apt in every particular subject will 
not retard the advance of the rest.

A Non-Carbonizing Insulator. 


What promises to be of utmost im 


portance in the field of electrical ap 
paratus is the invention of a non 
carbonizing insulator by John F. Green 
of Pittsburgh, Pa. 
After several >eare 


of study the inventor has succeeded 
m eliminating ferrous oxide and free 
magnesia from asbestos, producing a 
quartz insulator designated as flbrous 
quartz or Do Ferroizecl asbestos, which 
is claimed to be absolutely non- 
carbohzmg. The material can be made 
into any required lonn. At a tempera- 
ture of approximately 7,500 degrees it 
melts and runs not unlike molten steel. 
Experts who have examined the new 
insulation proclaim it immune to heat 
and most promising as an insulating 
material.—Scientific American.

Why "Pin Money." 


For a long time after pins were in 


vented in the feurtventh century they 
were used only by the wealthy. It 
cost so much to manufacture them 
that the poor and even the middle 
classes could not afford them. Each 
pin was made Dy filing one end of a 
wire of the proper length to a point 
and then twifttng a piece of finer wire 
about the other end. 
The complete 


process is said to have involved about 
thirteen different operations, requir- 
ing as many different persons. In 1797 
Timothy Harris of England succeeded 
in making the first solid-headed pin. 
In 1824 an American named Wright 
made a great improvement over Har- 
ris' method, and in 1831 John I. Howe 
of New York city invented a machine 
for making pins as we now have them. 
At one period, when pins were ex- 
pensive luxuries, it was customary to 
give a young lady a certain amount 
on her marriage for "pin money." Th 
custom disappeared long ago, but the 
terai "pin money" remains. 


Snowsheds a Necessity. 


Travelers passing through the Sierra 


Nevadas during the winter are famil- 
iar with the peculiar sights that follow 
a heavy snowfall not accompanied 
with wind, for they have seen build- 
ings completely buried from view, the 
only indication of their presence be- 
ing a mound of snow shaped like the 
roof.
